T.'aft's reply will be sent by way of 
the- eastern route, thus completing the 
,ircuit of the globe. The message from 
the President will go from New York 
to the Pacific Coast by the land lines 
of the Postal company and. thence 
to Manila by the new cable line. At 
Manila it willube taken up by

Eastern Telegraph Company, and hur- 
ried on to London, where it will again 
be turned into the lines of t.he Com- 
mercial Cable company for transmis- 
sion under the Atlantic.
